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BACK TO NORMAL 


Only two of the Provincial Govern- 
ment’s eleven brushing gangs are still in 
action, The other nine were not disband- 
ed by official order. They just disappear- 
ed when the men left. That is reassuring 
as to the present status of the unemploy- 
ment situation. When single men no 
longer want to cut brush for their board 
and pocket money, it may be assumed 
that they have more profitable work in 
sight, or that they are not in desperate 


circumstances. With the coming of | 
spring, the camps have evidently served | 


their purpose and single men now find 
that they can take care of themselves. 


MORE “CO-OPERATION” 

The Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington, having failed 
to adjust their tariff differences separ- 
ately, are now arranging the schedules in 
conference—or in collusion, as one may 
choose to regard the process. So far as 
matters have gone, the Canadian farmer 
has rather less to hope from their united 
efforts than be had from their former 
bickerings. The latest reported achieve- 
ment of the conference is to put a 10 per 
cent duty on hides and a 12! to 30 per 
cent duty on leather. Hides and leather 
were on the free list when the conference 
began. However the conferees may com- 
promise as between the United States 
farmer and the United States manufac- 
turer, the Canadian farmer does not seem 
likely to fare any better in their co-opera- 
tive dealings than the Canadian manufac- 
turer. 


LAST YEAR'S RECORD BEATEN 


Up until Monday, 258 building permits 
had been issued at the city hall, represent- 
ing an intended iiivestment of nearly a 
million and a half dollars. At the corres- 
ponding date last year 233 permits had 
been issued, calling for an expenditure of 
somewhat more than a million. During 
the whole of last year 298 residences were 
built in Edmonton, at a cost of slightly 
more than a million dollars. 


The record for the present year is thus | 


in advance of that of a year ago, both as 
to the number of permits is#ued and the 


investment involved. If projects continue | 


to be launched at a corresponding rate the 
record for this year will far exceed that of 
last, both as to the number of buildings 
erected and their cost. And if rentals 
count for anything, the prospect is that 
the house-building campaign will continue 
unabated. 


TACKLING THE TAR SANDS 

It is good news that private enterprise 
is undertaking the development of.the Mc- 
Murray tar sand deposits. Permits are 
being issued to two companies who pro- 
pose to erect experimental plants there. 
Should they build plants capable of 
handling the sands in a commercial way, 


they are to be granted long term leases | 


of considerable areas. The companies 


would not of course undertake the expense | than wt either of the other 


of the experimental! operations unless con- 
fident that they have found a method of 
handling the material which will make it 
marketable at a price that will sell it. 
That brightens the prospect that this 
great resource may be turned to account 


in the near future. Its latent value has | 


been appreciated for a generation. But 
practically it has been valueless because 
no one had discovered how to treat the 
material so as to make this commercially 
worth while. If that method has been 
found, there is a great industrial develop- 
ment due to begin in the Athabasca dis- 
trict, from which Edmonton and all the 
northern portion of the province will de- 
rive benefit.

Evans and Mayse were hunting 
lions on Little Beaver creek, 10 miles 
north of here, when Evans and the 
dogs picked up the trail of a lion 
that had just killed a deer. The 
lion fled into a cave and Evans, 
armed only with a pistol, followed 


, and found himself face to face with 


the beast, 

He fired four shots and the lion 
fled through another exit of the 
cave. Evans trailed the animal to 
another cave nearby and upon en- 
tering found himself again face to 
face with the wounded beast. His 
pistol was empty. 

As the animal crouched to spring 
Evans brandished a knife. For 10 
minutes he held the animal at bay 
by waving the knife. In the mean- 
time Mayse, attracted by shouts, 
reached the cave and killed the ani- 
mal with a rifle shot. 

The lion measured seven feet nine 
inches and is the second one killed 
recently by hunters in this vicinity.
